University  cf  Colorado;  Dr.  William  Hartman,  University  of  Ar Irena, 
Pi'.  C tori co  Reed,  national  Rcccarch  Council;  Dr,  dh'CfWS  Fatchford, 
U.S.  Air  Force,  and 

was  very  well  received  by  Dr.  Condon  and  his  colleagues,  and  they 
were  most  enthusiastic.  They  were  impressed  with  the  cccte  of  tno 
Nivels  had  conducted,  which  included  ground  survey 

techniques,  established  and  new  taathmaUcal  onalyoio,  arid  photo-'  _ 

gramioetric  techniqr.ee  end  dcnsitoinetric  traces.  Dr.  Ccndcn  ntatcu 
he  hid  for  the  fircVtics  o  scientific  analyst 0  of  a  UFO  that  would 
stand  up  to  investigation.  Dr.  Condon  raid  members  of  hie  group 
questioned  in  detail  during  and  after  the  unalysis 

and  were  very  impressed  with  the  quality  of  his  work.

I  understand  this  wo3 
followed  through  later  In  the  day,  This  would  transfer  most  ol 
the  future  analyoiG  to  the  University  of  Cclorodo  control,  but 
Dr.  Condon  indicated  he  wished  to  keep  a  channel  open  into  our 
organization.  He  was  most  apprec iati ve^ei^ the  guiofficial  role 
HPIC  tod  ployed  in  resisting  the  development  of  this  special 
photogrammotric  technique  to  analyze  unscheduled  photography. 


3.  There  was  discussion  held  concerning  methods  of  interocting 
the  American  public  in  participating  in  UFO  photography.  No 
specific  conclusions  were  drawn,  but  it  was  suggested  that  it 
might  be  advisable  to  review  oil  the  photography  illCnP  holds, 
nnd  conduct  photegramraetric  analyses  cn  any  that  have  the 
©ppropri*'to  nnd  ueccccary  information  aval  laid  e.  fills  would  puc 
Dr.  Condon  in  Q  position  to  cay  that  he  tod  reviewed  turn  analyzed 
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oil  the  photography  in  NICAP  files,  and  weo  now  depending  on  the 

American  public  to  furnish  hitn  nm  photography.  Also  discussed _ 

vas  the  possibility  of  nailing  available  to  pclJco  officers,  on 
military  poets,  airline  pilots,  and  such  people,  Polaroid  cameras 
for  instant  uno.  IIo  conclusions  vero  arrived  at,  but  setae  interesting 
thought o  were  tabled.  It  wna,  however,  felt  by  all  that  more 
publicity  was  needed.
